Algerian people do that all the time as do all the people who live in 
a multicultural society. 


OK, RA staff don't do it normally, they are not allowed to, but 
whenever someone else comes on he will do it quite naturally, as he 
does at home.

Recheck at 
2050 on caradio, 9395 is still WMX, no RAE relay in Italian. 9395, Jan 
19 at 1907 check, once again no RAE in German, but some music not // 
9455 


9395 is also supposed to carry the only remaining RAE relay in English 
at 0200-0300 Tue-Sat, but often too weak to tell, and/or I am occupied 
with the latest news on what's really happening in American politix 
thanx to Rachel Maddow. 


Re RAE German relay never appearing yet at new time and frequency 
supposed to start January 8, via WRMI of 1900 on 9395, Kai Ludwig 
replies,

Today Jan 20 is Saturday, so RAE would not be on anyway, but the 
transmission is still running, confirmed direct at 1910, poor with 
music. So I check UTwente to find how this is getting into Europe: 


At 1920-1930, 9395 is a JBA carrier! Yet 9390 bears Thailand in 
English news with a good readable signal. Algo VP also on 9400. How 
about the other WRMIs? 9455 brings us Firedragon jamming of RFA 
instead, which also QRMs it in North America. Even 11530, R. Herwa 
International at 1930 is JBA. 7780, the only one of these aimed toward 
Europe, has JBA music, presumably Oldies service. It’s hardly 
surprising that German on 9395, on a 355-degree beam to the NNW from 
Florida, 49 degrees off from the 44-degree European antennas, is not 
making it to Europe, and thus its absence would not be much noticed 
there. I expect all this also apply to Italian at 2000 (Glenn Hauser,

In CKRW Whitehorse fA Licence amendment, Broadcasting Decision CRTC 
2017-89, 5 April 2017, the Commission temporarily authorized Klondike 
to originate programming from its rebroadcasting transmitter CKRW-FM

Klondike submitted that its existing AM transmission facility is in 
need of extensive repairs and argued that the cost of restoring the 
facility and equipment would be unreasonably high.

The remaining rebroadcasting transmitters currently 
associated with CKRW will be reassigned as rebroadcasting transmitters 
of the new FM station. 


The new FM station will maintain the Adult Contemporary music format 
currently offered on the AM station. It will broadcast 126 hours of 
programming per broadcast week, including 100 hours of local 
programming. Of this, 6 hours and 30 minutes will be dedicated to 
local, national and international news. [...]

in fact operating at 4 kW average power; the 15 kW figure is peak (so 
it matches FCC practice). 


Unlike the FCC DB, Canada doesn't keep archive records (that I know 
of) so there's no way to pull up official information on past CJED-FM 
facilities.

As the Commission itself says in several places, "Records for stations 
outside the USA are derived from international notifications." These 
notifications are made for the purpose of ensuring the USA doesn't 
authorize any station that would cause interference in Canada. They 
are not always entirely accurate. Especially for stations at a 
considerable distance from the border, where interference from the USA 
is impossible. 


FM example: the FCC DB says there is an unused Class A allocation at 
Red Lake, Ontario for 97.1. There is in fact an operating station on 
97.1 in Red Lake. But Red Lake is too far from the border to be 
susceptible to U.S. interference -- and protecting an allocation is 
adequate to protect a station. 


Indeed, I note TV Query currently shows NO operating TV stations in 
Ontario -- but 99 DTV channel assignments. I suspect they're actually 
post-repack assignments as none are above channel 35. There are at 
least eight Ontario stations operating above channel 35. 


In AM Query, they tend not to "un-notify" stations when they go dark. 
Pulling up a list of Ontario stations in AM Query brings up dozens of 
zombies - stations which no longer exist. CHYR-710; CBQ-800; CJCS-1240 
among many more. The AM database is particularly difficult as it 
contains listings for the entire Western Hemisphere. -- == (Doug Smith 
W9WI, Pleasant View, TN EM66, wtfda gg via DXLD) 


Never trust the FCC for Canadian data. Signed, a Canadian. 


For TV Channel 2, for example, the FCC shows all the Canadian stations 
and "allocations" as "construction permits" in DT mode, even if they 
are already on the air and even if they are analogue. This is totally 
wrong. For example CIII-TV-2 is assigned channel 11 for DT, not 2. It 
does not have a construction permit for DT on ch 2. CKSA-DT is shown 
as a CP, even though it's been on for years. wrh (William Hepburn, 
Ont., Jan 22, WTFDA gg via DXLD) 


The FCC data may indeed originate from Canada, but it still is usually 
inaccurate. The FCC really doesn't put any resources into keeping 


listing updated since their reason for being there is really only to 
place-hold for treaty/interference purposes. Details such as power and 
coordinates aren't critical to that. And the data quality gets even 
worse for Mexico and Central America (Russ Edmunds, WB2BJH, Blue Bell, 
PA, Grid FN2Qid, ibid.) 


I can't speak to the AM or FM side, but on the TV side in LMS, the 
data quality is not bad at present. Certainly better than it was in 
the past. The handful of analog facilities still on the air are now 
listed as digital in LMS just to serve as placeholders, but basically 
everything else reflects the operating parameters of the stations 
either, if they're not repacked, exactly as we had them before the 
auction, or, if they are repacked, with adjusted power levels on the 
post-repack channels. Current operating facilities for repacked 
digital stations are not reflected in LMS since the purpose of the 
records are for post-auction coordination purposes only (Trip 
www.rabbitears.info Ericson, [who worx for FCC], Jan 22, ibid.) 


xx CANADA. 'IT'S LIKE FRANKENSTEIN'S LAB': MASSIVE 78-YEAR-OLD 
TRANSMITTER FOR SALE --- Mi'kmaq group hopes it finds ‘a good home'

A piece of radio history could be yours for $5,000. 


A 1940 RCA 50 kW shortwave transmitter, located at the decommissioned 
Radio Canada International Site in Sackville, is up for sale. 


The transmitter is a small room, about five metres long by two-and-a- 
half metres wide, and it's filled with lever, buttons, glass tubes and 
wires. 


The property was bought in February 2017 by Mi'gmawe'l Tplu'taqnn 
Incorporated (MTI), a group of Mi'Kmaq First Nations. Jesse John 
Simon, the group's executive director, said workers are still taking 
electronic components apart and removing old equipment that won't be 
needed now that property is no longer a broadcast site. 


The old transmitter doesn't work anymore, said Marc Goldstein, an 
electrical engineer helping to take out equipment no longer needed, 
adding it was decommissioned in the 1970s. 

"It took three men to operate this radio," he said. 


"We're trying to find a home for it."

Lots of character 


Goldstein said the group is asking $5,000 for the transmitter. While 
it no longer works, he said it does have character. 


"It's like Frankenstein's lab," said Goldstein. 


Marc Goldstein is an electrical engineer who is working on the site, 
helping to decommission and clean up the site. He said he uses old 
diagrams to help find wiring. (Tori Weldon/CBC) [caption] 


Tasked with finding a buyer, he reached out to Amanda Dawn Christie. 
She made an art film based on the towers and the site's rich history. 
Christie passed word of the historic transmitter via her social media 
accounts. 


"I emailed her asking if there was a home for this thing and she 
started a wildfire," Goldstein said. 


While people interested in the transmitter have been reaching out, 
there are no takers so far. 


"A couple of the fellows thought this was still operational. They 
wanted to use it as a radio, but now they know it's a museum piece, 
there's still some interest in the components." 


Rich history 


The transmitter was kept on site so visitors could get a sense of 
RCI's history. Opened in 1944, the first RCI broadcast went out over 
the airwaves, transmitted to spots around the globe from Sackville's 
13 towers.

But after budget cuts in 2012, CBC announced that the shortwave 
service would end after 67 years of broadcasting. The towers were 
taken down after a buyer couldn't be found for the site as it was. 


Simon said the group has hopes for the 222-acre property. But for the 
time being, the group plans to remove everything not needed, while 


maintaining the building.

"What we want to do is generate some economic development for the 
First Nations, and this is our first foray into a multi community 
investment," said Simon. 


He said some ideas already brought forward were medical marijuana, 
honey production and retail. The group is considering options at the 
moment, but Simon said one important factor is whatever is developed 
on the site must be a good environmental fit. 


The site is near wetlands, and the group doesn't want any heavy 
industry damaging it (also via Gerald T Pollard and Artie Bigley, 
WORLD OF RADIO 1914, DXLD) 


Wonder what happened to the other Sackville transmitters? There were 
six 250 kW and at least a couple of 100 kW units still there in 2012.

Me, too. One of my first QSL cards was from the CBC/Radio-Canada 
International Service for a report on CKLO, 9630 kc/s, signed by (a 
stamp) Basil "Pip" Duke, supervisor of engineering services. Back in 
those days, the transmitter/frequency combination had its own call 
letters (-- Richard Langley, Fredericton, ibid.) 


xx CHINA. I'd like to share this file, which was adapted from my 
original Facebook post about six different ways Chinese stations ID 
and what each means, along with some audio examples. It was based upon 
a question I had received about non-standard IDs. I decided to 
procrastinate the important things in life to throw this together and 
share it.

1) a 9-note theme played on some kind of fife or piccolo, D-B, G-D-B- 
G-D-B, G, where D is the lowest note and B the highest, and 


2) a series of clashing chords played on an organ. This network 
broadcasts on many other channels - try 600, 670, 710, 1620. 


890 would probably also be Cuba, the Radio Progreso network. I believe 
the 890 was knocked off the air in last September's hurricane (they 
were conspicuously absent from my Border Inn beverage site recordings) 
but I wouldn't be surprised if they were back on the air by now. They 
often run lively Cuban big band music with lots of Latin percussion 
and often a very piercing piccolo counter-melody solo which can be 
very handy when you're looking for parallels (try 640 and 900). 


Both networks give very clear slogan IDs so you can ID them with a 
little patience. Both networks also play the Cuban national anthem 
within a few minutes of midnight Cuba time (as do pretty much all 
Cuban stations). This anthem has a very distinctive trumpet and brass 
fanfare at the beginning. Kind of makes you think of Roman gladiator 
music from a movie. 


What's 530 like where you live? If you can get rid of CIAO (and 

any local TIS stations and electrical noise) there are a couple 
Cubans that get out well. The first one, Radio Enciclopedia, runs 

a really nice "elevator music" format with a female announcer. 

They run a light guitar theme at the top of each hour. The other 
used to be Radio Rebelde (2 stations), but I've heard people say 
that one or both recently switched to Radio Caribe. HTH 73 (Tim Hall, 
Sent from my BlackBerry 10 smartphone, Jan 18, ABDX via DXLD) 


xx CUBA. 1320, Radio 26, La Jaiba, Matanzas. 1120 January 19, 2018.

xx CUBA. 9570, CRI with tremendously strong signal splattering all the 
way out 20 kHz on both sides at 1205. 17 Jan. Perseus SDR with 
Wellbrook ALA1530S loop antenna. 73 (Dave Valko, Dunlo, PA, USA, Hard- 
Core-DX mailing list via DXLD) 


*xk CUBA. 15370, RHC. Around 1520, I was getting bands of buzzing noise 
in the 19 meterband which I thought was coming from a local origin. I 
discovered it was in fact being generated by Radio Havana Cuba every 
67 kilohertz above and below their primary frequency. The first ones 
above and below were very strong. A Youtube video of the reception 
showing the noise can be found using this link:

17 Jan. Perseus SDR with Wellbrook ALA1530S loop antenna. 73 (Dave

15230, 15300, 15440, 15510, approx., etc., Jan 17 at 1455, quick check 
to reconfirm the RHC-FM service, while source 15370 remains in AM 


only. Some monitors who don’t read my logs are now discovering these. 


6100, Jan 18 at 0703, RHC is S9-S7 of dead air instead of English. 


6165 is undermodulated, 6000 slightly better, and 6060 best by far 
with normal modulation, but as always, hetted upon by off-frequency 
Brazilian. Something is always wrong at RHC. 


15011, 15152, 15224, 15296, 15333, 15407, 15444, 15480, 15517, 15554? 
approx., Jan 18 at 1450, RHC spurblobs from 15370-AM are way off- 
frequency today, at approx. 37 kHz intervals instead of 65-70! Closer 
ones demodulate in FM tuning only, e.g. spreading 15290-15301. So now 
a completely different set of real-station victims on the band. 


Recheck at 1522, now back to ~‘normal’* with the major ones landing 
circa 15510, 15440, 15300, and totally blotting the only other real 
RHC transmitter on 15230. Something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx CUBA. Log of Jan 19, 0430-0500 UT, remote access to central 
Florida, USA and Edmonton Alberta-CAN units: 


4765even, Radio Progreso, Bejucal, scheduled daily 0130-0500 UT. 
S=9+35dB monitored in Florida, 0430 UT on Jan 19. 14 kHz wideband in 
peaks.

Always accompanied by a constant tone, which my keyboard matches to F# 
above C middle, i.e. about 370 Hz; why? 


Instead of the same old boring stuff over and over about ham radio, 
home-brewing, propagation, etc., Arnie should do a case-study for 
“DXers Unlimited’ (and ‘En Contacto’), about these RHC FM 
transmissions, and countless other anomalies. There must be a 
technical explanation about how they arise.

5040, Jan 20 at 0747, RHC English is still on, rather than stopping at 
0700 an hour earlier than the sixies, all with weaker modulation, in 
descending order: 6060, 6100, 6000, 6165, but this time even the least 
of these overkills is sufficient, but why listen to it when you have 
all the better ones?

Kai Ludwig says, ‘‘Has anyone outside the USA ever run such subcarrier 
services? But even if so, and even in Cuba: It can safely be ruled out 
that they feed a baseband signal for FM transmission to their 
shortwave facilities. 


In fact these 65...70 kHz are very likely the switching frequency of 
the PDM/PSM modulator. A pretty common source of such spurious 
signals. Kai'’. There you go, Arnie, fix it (Glenn Hauser, OK, WORLD 
OF RADIO 1914, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


5040, Jan 21 at 0702, RHC English hour restarting, this-day-in-history 
about Guinea-Bissau; VG, like last night rather than off by 0700. But 


too sleepy to check whether it stayed later in this hour. 


11820, Jan 21 at 1428, as I am bandscanning up the 11 MHz band, weak 
music and talk, S5 --- it’s a second-order spur, 2 x 10 kHz below // 
RHC 11840 fundamental which is S9+40. First-order ones at plus and 
minus 10 kHz are always there, 11830 & 11850, today achieving S9+10 
each. Matching +20 kHz on 11860 is S6, about equaling weak Yemen [non] 
signal, CCI! All-out, let's go for plus and minus 30: JBA carriers on 
11810 & 11870 could well be RHC too. 


Strange that only 11840 exhibits such companionship, as same 
transmitter likely used on other frequencies at other dayparts. And 
these are at exact 10.00 kHz intervals, as if intentional, not random 
spurrage. O yes, adding to the mix is pulse jamming on 11845, years 
after Radio Marti quit ever using it. Something's always wrong with 
Cuban broadcasts and anti-broadcasts. 


15574, 15507, 15438, 15303, 15235, 15167, 15100, 15032, 14961, Jan 21 
at 1439 during ‘En Contacto’, indeed, RHC-FM spurs roughly on these 
center frequencies, at ~67-68 kHz intervals, and all except the lowest 
two capable of being heard more or less clearly with FM mode tuning, 
plus the constant Fi# tone, which can also be heard in AM; all out of 
the prolific 15370-AM transmitter. Something's always wrong at RHC. 


5040, Jan 22 at 0707, this RHC English is now off, unlike some other 
nights, leaving only the Cuban Four of Five: 6060 VG, 6000 
undermodulated, 6100 dead air, 6165 DA or maybe JBM. Something's 
always wrong at RHC. 


15576, 15508, 15439, 15302, 15234, 15166, 15098, 15031, 14963, Jan 22 
at 1517 check, the approx. centers of RHC-FM spurs out of 15370-AM. 
15234 manages to QRM both RHC 15230 and algo legally on 15235. During 
“Sonido Cubano’ music show, but still sounds better on AM. Something 
is always wrong at RHC. 


15370-AM, Jan 23 at 1530, RHC is S9+30 and undermodulated, but NO FM 
SPURS all over the 19m band for the first time in weeks! As if they 
finally took note of my almost daily reports, and Kai Ludwig's 
explanation of the likely cause. But could be a fluke; we'll keep 
checking (Glenn Hauser, OK, WORLD OF RADIO 1914, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Yes, FLUKE. They were all back Jan 24! (gh) 


*k CUBA [and non]. 7435, Jan 20 at 0734, R. Marti is still running 
here // stronger 7355 and weaker 6030, but NOT on 5980, which used to 
take over from 7435 at 0700; mistake, or change? Latest HFCC of Jan 17 
still shows OCB Spanish at 07-13 on 5980, and neither 7 MHz after 
0700. Now opens up 5980 for the WWCR mixing products, q.v. It seems 


the jammers already know this. 


BTW, generally, 7355 is stronger and clearer of jamming than its // on 
the same band, be it 7365, 7375 or 7435; not clear why, off here to 
the side of the beams toward Cuba, which means the comparison may be 
entirely different down there. 


5980, Jan 21 at 0701, R. Marti still on here with jamming, unlike last 
night’s anomalies. 7355 & 7435 with jamming only; 6030 RM + jamming 
too (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST)

AS MIDNIGHT neared, five nights a week Mexicans with a taste for the 
macabre would switch on their radios to hear the latest spooky story, 
called in by their fellow listeners. There was the tale of the 
bloodied boots, which kept reappearing in a familyis basement, driving 
the wife to seek psychiatric treatment. Once, the station that carried 
the show, XEDF-FM, mysteriously went off the air during a devil- 
worshipperis phone-in. Most famous of all was the story told by JosuE 
Vel-zquez, who said he had suffocated his grandmother to keep his end 
of a bargain with the devil (doctors said she had died of natural 
causes). Juan RamUn S-enz, the best-known host of iLa Mano Peludai 
(iThe Hairy Handi), listened with apparent credulity to about half the 
yarns broadcast over its 22-year history; some were chillingly 
believable. 


The show had a cult following, especially among late-shift workers and 
nocturnal taxi drivers. But Grupo Formula, XEDFis owner, decided to 
bury it; the last episode aired on January 12th. After decades of 
success, the show ino longer had the same impacti, says a person 
familiar with the thinking that led to the decision. 


People liked the stories, some of which could not possibly be real, 
because they came from the mouths of ordinary folk who undeniably 
were, reckons Ricardo Farlas, a film director. Listeners believed the 
tales, or pretended to. When S-enz died suddenly in 2011, days after a 
reunion with Mr Vel-zquez for iExtranormali, a television programme 
involving visits to haunted houses, many pelumaniacos were convinced 
that he had been cursed. 


The showis popularity testifies to Mexicois love of all things 
supernatural. iMexican culture is very mystical,i says Ricardo 
V-zquez, a director of programming at TV Azteca, which broadcasts 
iExtranormali. That programme began airing in 2007 after Laura Rivas, 
a medium with a five-minute horoscope segment on a morning show in 
Guadalajara, one day started interpreting the dreams of those who 
called in. iWe realised when she started talking about ghosts, or 
dreams, or something paranormal, the ratings went up,i says Mr 
V-zquez. iExtranormali has nearly 4m viewers. 


Some people think the demise of iThe Hairy Handi shows that Mexicans 
are becoming less interested in eerie entertainment. Macabre movies 
have also entered a dead zone. More than 5m people thronged cinemas to 
see the four Mexican-made horror films released in 2007, according to 
the Mexican Institute of Cinematography. In 2017 the three scary 
flicks released attracted just 250,000 people. 


But other signs suggest that Mexicansi fondness for morbidity is alive 
and well. The Day of the Dead, a holiday on which they wear ghoulish 
costumes and visit the graves of loved ones, remains as popular as 


ever. Last year MUrbido Fest, a horror-film festival, held its tenth 
and biggest edition, so the genre may not be dead after all. 


Some famous Mexican film directors, including the winners of two of 
the past five Golden Globe awards for directing, began by working on 
iLa Hora Marcadai, a horror show on television. After getting his 
Golden Globe on January 7th for iThe Shape of Wateri, Guillermo del 
Toro was asked why he has such an affinity for themes of fantasy and 
terror despite his cheerful demeanour. He immediately replied: ilim

The first week of the year was a disaster for Norwegian radio 
channels. The official radio statistics from Kantar TNS PPM shows a 
drop of 18% during 2017. 


Total radio listening in week 1, 2018 was only 55.1% compared to 67.4% 
in week 1, 2017. That is a drop of 18% in one year in total listening 
on national channels (PPM). 


NRK, the public broadcaster, has lost the biggest share of listeners. 
A year ago 49.0% of Norwegians were listening to NRK, in week 1, 2018 
that number has dropped to 37.3%. In percentage that is a loss of 24%. 


The youth channel, NRK P3, have lost an astonishing 56% in a year, and 
is now a small radio channel of just 4.6%. However, Bauer Medias Radio 
Norge has lost even more listeners, 6 out of 10 listeners a year ago 
have gone somewhere else, and Radio Norge is exactly as small as NRK 
P3. 


During 2017 the national channels have switched off all their FM 
frequencies and are now available on DAB or DAB+, digital TV or via 
the internet. Local radio in Norway remains on FM, at least until 
2022, and many local stations reports double or triple listening 
figures. 


The national networks NRK, P4 and Radio Norge now offers 30 channels 
on DAB+ compared to 5 on FM and some of the smaller channel has seen a 
steady rise in listeners. Most importantly the station for seniors 
(55+) NRK P1i+. 


According to the heads of the national networks they expected a fall 
in listening numbers and are confident that they will recover this 
year, when more people are buying digital radios.

PAKISTAN CLOSES U.S.-FUNDED RADIO STATION, CITING 'HOSTILE' AGENDA

Pakistani authorities on Friday closed the offices of a U.S. 
government-funded radio station whose broadcasts it said were "against 
the interests of Pakistan," dealing another blow to relations with the 
United States. 


The Pakistani Interior Ministry said that Radio Mashaal portrayed the 
country as "a hub of terrorism" and "a failed state" that could not 
provide security for its people, particularly religious minorities and 
long-term refugees from Afghanistan. 


The ministry said it shut the organization's Islamabad office on the 
recommendations of Inter-Services Intelligence, the powerful spy 
agency of the Pakistani military, which has been the target of intense 
criticism from President Trump. 


The Trump administration this month announced that the U.S. would 
withhold hundreds of millions of dollars in security assistance due to 
Pakistan's inability to crack down on militant groups that range 
across the border to attack U.S.-led coalition troops in Afghanistan. 


Trump has also called out Pakistan repeatedly on Twitter, accusing the 
U.S. ally, which has accepted $33 billion in U.S. funding to fight 
terrorism since 2002, of "lies and deceit." 


Pakistani officials said the decision to close Radio Mashaal was not a 
response to Trump but the result of long-standing concerns about its 
content. A letter from the Interior Ministry said the station's 
broadcasts were "in line with [a] hostile intelligence agency's 
agenda" -- a likely reference to Afghanistan, whose leaders accuse 
Pakistan of sponsoring the Taliban and other militant groups battling 
the Kabul government. 


Radio Mashaal, which broadcasts on the radio and online in the Pashto 
language, airs political and social coverage and is particularly 
popular in the marginalized northwestern tribal areas along the Afghan 
border. The region is home to a large population of mainly ethnic 
Pashtun refugees who have fled decades of conflict in Afghanistan but 
face severe restrictions from the Pakistani government. 


The station is part of Radio Free Europe/Radio Liberty, a nonprofit 
broadcasting organization funded by Congress and based in Prague, 
Czech Republic. Started during the Cold War as an alternative to pro- 
Soviet propaganda, the organization airs programs in 23 countries that 
it says face media restrictions, including Pakistan, Afghanistan and 
Iran. 


In a story on its website, Radio Free Europe's president, Thomas Kent, 
said he was "extraordinarily concerned by the closure" and "urgently 
seeking more information about the Pakistani authorities’ intentions." 


Kent described Radio Mashaal as a "private news organization supported 
by the U.S. Congress with no connection to the intelligence agencies 
of any country," and said he hoped "the situation will be resolved 
without delay." 


"We have seen these reports and have expressed our concerns to the 
government of Pakistan," said a U.S. State Department spokesman. "We 
are closely monitoring the situation." 


He added: "The United States supports media freedom around the world. 
An active and independent press is a cornerstone of democratic 
governance. " 


Islamist parties in Pakistan have frequently accused the station fi and 
other U.S.-funded news organizations including Voice of America -- of 
anti-Pakistan bias. In November, demonstrators held protests opposing 
Radio Mashaal's coverage of proposed administrative reforms that would 
grant greater rights to people in the tribal belt. 


Radio Mashaal claims 1.2 million Facebook fans and operates with a 
staff of 24 in Prague and three in Pakistan. It was not immediately 
clear what impact the closure would have on Radio Mashaal's ability to 
broadcast in Pakistan. 


Martins Zvaners, a spokesman for Radio Free Europe/Radio Liberty, said 
the organization's offices in Islamabad were closed and sealed. But, 
he added, because Pakistani authorities do not allow Radio Mashaal use 
of transmission facilities inside the country, its broadcasts via an 
AM transmitter in Afghanistan, as well as shortwave and satellite 
signals and the internet, will not be interrupted. 


The move comes weeks after Pakistan ordered more than 20 international 
charity organizations to close their operations in the country, 
without offering an explanation for the decision. Activists have 
decried the move as an assault on free speech and humanitarian work. 


Pakistan has also tried to expel more than 1.5 million Afghan 
refugees, viewing them as an economic drain and security threat. The 
government recently said it would not extend permission for Afghans to 
remain in the country beyond Jan. 31, although such deadlines have 
slipped in the past.

MEDIA WATCHDOGS IN PAKISTAN CONCERNED OVER BANNING OF US-FUNDED RADIO

ISLAMABAD: Media Watchdogs in Pakistan express concern over the 
closure of US Congress-funded RFE/RL's Radio Mashaal bureau office in 
Islamabad on the basis of a report by the main spy agency of Pakistan, 
ISI. 


"This is an overreaction and will hurt Pakistan's image abroad," Iqbal 
Khattak, Reporters Sans Frontieres' representative in Pakistan, told 


Arab News. 


He said the government should have presented cogent evidence against 
Radio Mashaal's management and the staff if they were really involved 
in any anti-Pakistan activities. 


"The action against the radio seems to be taken on mere analysis of 
intelligence agency's reports," he said, "this knee-jerk reaction is 
totally unacceptable to the journalist community." 


Pakistani authorities on Friday sealed the office of Pashto-language 
Radio Mashaal in Islamabad after the country's premier spy agency ISI 
(Inter-Services Intelligence) said that its programs "are found 
against the interests of Pakistan and are in line with a hostile 
intelligence agency's agenda." 


State Minister for Interior Tallal Chaudhry told Arab News: "We do not 
have anything to add more than what is in the notification issued on 
Friday." 


Pakistan Electronic Media Regulatory Authority (PEMRA), however, says 
the operation of the radio does not fall under its jurisdiction as it 
was being operated from Czech Republic using shortwave radio 
frequencies, but they are finding ways to regulate it. 


"We have taken up the issue with the Ministry of Information and 
Broadcasting to devise a strategy to regulate all shortwave radio 
stations being operated from outside Pakistan," said Maham Ali Khan, a 
spokesperson for PEMRA. "At the moment, we are providing technical 
assistance to the Interior Ministry to shut down transmission of Radio 
Mashaal," she said. [like how, jamming??? gh] 


Pakistan Federal Union of Journalists (PFUJ) has also rejected the 
government's decision to ban the transmission of Radio Mashaal through 
"verbal allegations." 


PFUJ President Afzal Butt told Arab News: "It is unfortunate the 
government has sealed the office of the radio without providing any 
evidence for its allegations." 


He said: "Cracking down on journalists and media houses will damage 
Pakistan's image in the international community. Butt urged the 
Interior Ministry to take the matter to the court instead of abruptly 
shutting down the radio's operations. 


On the other hand, RFE/RL President Thomas Kent also refuted the 
Interior Ministry's allegations, saying "Radio Mashaal serves no 
intelligence agency or government. Our reporters are Pakistani 


citizens who are dedicated to their country and live and raise 
families in the villages in which they report." He said: "We demand 
that their safety be ensured, and that they be permitted to resume 
their work without fear or delay." 


Radio Mashaal, which broadcasts from Prague and has both radio and 
digital operations, is a "private news organization supported by the 
US Congress with no connection to the intelligence agencies of any 
country," he said. 


The Committee to Protect Journalists has also urged Pakistani 
authorities to "immediately reverse the order issued to close the 
Islamabad bureau of Radio Mashaal." "Radio Mashaal is an important 
source of information in Pakistan and should be allowed to continue 
operating in the country without further harassment from the 
government," Steven Butler, CPJ's Asia Program Coordinator, said from 
Washington. The move comes at a time when relations between Pakistan 
and the US have frayed following President Donald Trump's New Year 
tweet wherein he slammed Pakistan for "lies and deceit." Officials 
from both sides are now negotiating secretly as well as publicly to 
restore the relations. 


Ayaz Wazir, Pakistan's former ambassador, says that closure of Radio 
Mashaal will not affect US-Pakistani relations as Islamabad has taken 
action against it "to protect its national interest." 


"The relations among the countries are always based on mutual respect 
and we hope American authorities too will not back the Radio Mashaal's 
management if they are involved in anti-Pakistan activities," he said. 


Wazir, however, acknowledged that freedom of speech and freedom of 
press are sensitive issues and Pakistan should share the evidence 

against Radio Mashaal with the international community to back its 
decision of the closure. 


Dr. Mohammed Faisal, a spokesman for Ministry of Foreign Affairs, told 
Arab News: "I am not aware about closure of the radio but Pak-US 
relationship is not affected by any single development." 


The US launched Radio Mashaal in January 2010 from the Czech Republic 
for the Pashto-speaking people in Pakistan and Afghanistan's border 
regions terming it "an attempt to help undermine militants there."

CARIBBEAN DX 


My wife Kristine and I took off again on a trip that included Reno 

(11/5-12), Orlando (11/12-30) and then on a Caribbean cruise (11/30- 
12/10). The shipis navigational program did not provide coordinates 
and I could only get them on my cell phone when we were in ports. We 
were accompanied by an ICF-2010, a DX-398, a Sony TCM 200DV cassette 


recorder, and most important of all, one of Gary DeBockis marvelous 
FSL units which relentlessly peeled through layers of white noise and 
provided me with readable signals. Out of four trip air legs, TSA only 
inquired once. 


We left from Ft. Lauderdale. Ports were: Princess Cays in the Bahamas 
on land leased by Princess Lines, St. Thomas, Martinique, Grenada, 
Bonaire, and CuraAao. We also went by Haiti, the Dominican Republic, 
and Cuba. I have not included the usual routine Cubans or the plethora 
of Venezuelans or Puerto Ricans which I could not specifically 
identify. All times are AST unless EST is indicated. 


530 - neither Cuban had much oomph anywhere on the trip 

630 - SS local-like nearing Bonaire 12/6 9am. Presumably Caracas. Not 
noteworthy anywhere else on the trip. 

640 - Deportes, Puerto la Cruz, Venezuela never terribly strong but 
the only one there once the Cuban was gone. 

660 - R. LumiEre, Port-au-Prince at good level, P/S, with a string of 
stations mentioned during the ID including Turks & Caicos-530, which I 
never detected. 

690 - Thought I heard iW radioi 12/3 2205 from south of PR but nothing 
matches. 

710 - SS very loud in Bonaire & CuraAao 12/6 & 12/7. Presumed YVKY 
Caracas. 

720 - UNID 12/2 10am EST. Spanish. Probably Cuban Progresso but no ID 
at TOH 

740 - WIAC San Juan. Never detected. Its pattern is shown as 
directional east. 

750 - RCR Caracas. The most potent Caribbean signal. Readable days in 
St. Thomas and almost everywhere else until we neared Cuba. Heard with 
string of affiliated stations 4:50p 12/3 from S. 

780 - ZBVI at fair level in St. Thomas. 12/3 8:30am 

800 - PJB Bonaire. Not a great signal coming northward and relatively 
quiet modulation. We came around from the south and I was able to see 
their four giant towers. They are pretty thin in the distance but e- 
mail me if you want a copy of the picture. Our tour guide didnit know 
anything about the station. 

810 - Cuban bubble-wobbler, 12/8 11am off southern Haiti. Exactly the 
same sound I heard 11/30 4 hours out of Ft. Lauderdale on 1000 kHz. 
Only time heard. 

860 - Z-86 Willemstad, CuraAao. This and PJB-800 are the only AM 
stations left in the ABC islands. 

860 - VON iVoice of Nevisi fair level, with religion in St. Thomas VI 
12/3 8:30am. 

870 - Reloj, Cuba, pretty potent but very distorted during the 
northern part of the trip but cleaner further south. I never heard an 
echo so assume it was the same XR hemorrhaging. 

890 - UNID 12/2 10am EST between the Cay and PR. Seemed to give calls, 


HI6 (I missed the last two letters). Would appear to have been R. 8- 
90, La Consentida, Mao, DR 

900 - CBC St. Michael, Barbados poor level 12/3 9am from St. Thomas. 
Signal level increased as we headed south but didnit hold up that well 
as we headed west from Grenada. A per ads, CBC has a monopoly in the 
communications business. Reggae Christmas carols were fun! 

920 - SS local-like in Grenada. Presumed YVOX Porlamar. 12/5 9am. 

940 - WINZ Miami - best FL signal at Princess Cay. No Cuban under/over 
it. Interesting because WINZ has an STA for 25 kW night because of 
Cuban interference. 

1000 - Cuban bubble wobbler. Only here one night (11/30, 4 hours out 
of Ft. Lauderdale). It was also noted here last year. 

1030 - Port-au-Prince, R. Ginen. Taped 12/2 10am (heading to PR) but 
no ID heard. 

1060 - WIXC Titusville is back on relaying WWBA-820 and yes, they do 
give an ID a minute or two before the WWBA ID. Heard in Orlando, St. 
Thomas 9 am 12/3, Martinique (very weak 12/4 11a) and also off of 
north central Cuba 11 am 12/9. 

1090 - Deportes, Caracas, one of the earlier YVs to boom in as we 
approached Grenada. Apparently YVSZ Caracas. 

1130 - My hearing must be grim because just as I did while in Boston 
in Sept., I heard this as iRadio Cinco" 12/3 10:15 pm from south of PR 
1150 - iCMX R. Guaymasi is what I heard 11/30 9pm 4 hours out of Ft. 
Lauderdale but that doesnit hold up in deference to WRTHis R. Bayamo, 
Entronque Bueycito. 

1160 - Caribbean Radio Lighthouse, St. Johnis, Antigua & Barbuda 
fairly good in Grenada but not memorable from anywhere else. 

1200 - It sounded like R. Pinto to me but more than likely was R. 
Tiempo, Caracas, 12/6, 9 am, 40 miles E of Bonaire. 

1240 - Radio Maria, Santo Domingo, DR. No ide la alta graciai ever 
heard. Good level between PR & St. Thomas, 10 pm EST 12/2 and 12/3 9 
am AST in St. Thomas. It was heard quite a ways as we headed south. It 
was also surprisingly strong as we left Grenada for Bonaire. The web 
site says (essentially) variety programming but all I ever heard was 
religious chanting and hymns. 

1260 - WISO Ponce relaying WAPA 12/8 9 am between Haiti/Cuba 

1260 - SS with Christmas music around 9 am 12/6 nearing Bonaire. 
Presumably Caracas. 

1340 - WSTA St. Thomas fair level in Grenada 12/5 around 8 am 

1350 - Radio Libertad, Puerto Padre, Cuba, good level at Princess Cay 
9 am 11/1. 

1380 - My ears heard iRadio Pintoi but that apparently is not to be. 
Call letters given (YV..) but I canit dig the last two out. My guess 
is YVME Cd. Bolivar. Loud 12/7 4:40p in CuraAao. 

1400 - WFLL is shown as off the air so not sure who was there along 
with a Cuban with EZ music. Thought I heard a iRadio Carla.i At 
another time, I thought I heard iR. St. Paul de Alegrei 11/1 11 am EST 
from Princess Cay. 


1400 - Harbor Light, Carriacou, Grenada seemed to be stronger in 
Martinique than it was at our stop in Grenada (12/4 around 9a) where 
it was only fair. 

1450 - Another Radio Marla noted from Bonaire 12/6 6pm. This would be 
YVKJ Caracas. 

1500 - YVRZ Cuman- good level in Grenada 123/5 8am 

1510 - WWBC Cocoa good level, ID 12/9 11 am off north coast of Cuba 
1540 - ZNS Nassau. Predictable coverage. However, it throws out a lot 
of garbage between 1500-1570 including spurs on 1500 and 1570 and a 
curious 1 kHz tone on 1520 which during one nightis reception, 
competed with the Saudiis het. This same tone was heard a year ago and 
is quite loud in the Bahamas. Also very loud 12/9 11:30 am impacting 
an UNID English speaker. 

1610 - Caribbean Beacon, The Valley, Anguilla noted 4 hours out of 
Grenada but not overwhelming here or anywhere else on the trip. 


N.A. STATIONS: On 12/5 around 9 pm, we were out of Grenada heading for 
Bonaire. The following English language N.A. stations were noted: 
WFAN-660, UNK-680, CFZM-740 (very loud, mentions their FM on 96.7), 
WABC-770, UNK-790, WCBS-880, WLS-890, WINS-1010, UNK-1080, KMOX-1120, 
WHKW-1220, WLAC-1510, WCKY-1530. WFAN and WCBS showed up a couple of 
other times but there was no other night like this. WGN was also heard 
somewhere during the trip. 


FRENCH LANGUAGE: Radio Ginen, P-au-P, and 4VEH-840 were notable French 
language speakers. 640 and 1310 are obviously long gone and have been 
replaced in their home markets by a gaggle of low-power FM stations. 
In Reno, the only surprise was hearing KHIT-1450 on 1650. There seemed 
to be a carrier. I canit see anything which it would bounce off of 
(like 1250). (Pete Taylor, Tacoma, WA, (trip equipment described 
above), Jan 20, nrc-am gg via DXLD)

Had been a lead-pipe cinch 
in this area 20+ years ago.

What about WIPR, P.R.? Common enough here. RCN Colombia also 
frequently heard. Brazil occasional; didn't see any Brazil or Argies 
in your report. 


<< 1090 >> 
Ven. // 640 in a reception not too long ago. Minor time difference ~3

R. Tiempo occasionally in under domestics.

Thread: OTA digital TV (ATSC) in the US and use of the spectrum 
[continued from 18-03] 


Quote Originally Posted by Russ-PA:* ‘Although I'm as fond of National 
Geographic and similar as you are, I'm 180 degrees in the opposite 
direction about the proliferation of "Classic TV" channels. °° 


My reasons are more in the morality arena that anything else. I 
mentioned a few months back that I'd take "Leave It to Beaver" over 
"Two and a Half Men" anyday. I didn't mean to say that older shows 


were not scripted; a quirk of writing and lacking emphasis. 


All in all, if the subchannels weren't successfulx, out they'd go. Or, 
sometimes, it's a case of ownership issues. The start of 2018, WBFS 
33-2 (formerly H&I) & WPLG 10-3 (Movies!) did a swap. 


The Grit channel could be the OTA version of Encore Westerns. GetTV is 
a kind of “anything goes" classic TV channel; including classic 
variety shows and specials (Mitzi Gaynor, anyone?) with some shows 
that lasted only one season (e.g., the sitcom "Ensign O'Toole"). 


In the case of GetTV, it could be just having its audience enjoy the 
reaction of the viewer ("Wow look at Cher from way back!"). Who knows. 


BTW, Decades uses some of its "schlock" and promotes it a certain way- 
--for example, weeknights at midnight ET it's reruns of "The Comedy 
Shop" with Norm Crosby (!)....Promos say, "Watch how some of today's 
comedians got their start!" 


I told Jim T a couple of weeks ago that I think it'd be great for one 
of the classic channels to have something like a "Bomb Night" --- 
totally horrible TV like "Pink Lady & Jeff" or "My Mother the Car" 
(the latter currently in on Antenna). After all: they made a whole 
movie out of the life of Ed Wood, and that film grossed maybe more 
than all his films put together! 


I admit, I am into "camp". 


I told Jim as well, that Miami has different sub-channels than some 
other cities, due to ethnic makeup. We have two or three 
Haitian/Creole subs (one that includes scripted dramas on very poor 
film, but recently made, possibly here in Miami), and many Spanish 
ones that wouldn't play in Peoria. 


[x By successful I mean making money using a small budget. The long 
running CBS soaps "Guiding Light" & "As the World Turns" yielded to 
"Let's Make a Deal" & "The Talk" respectively; the ratings may not be 
what they were before, but the cost to produce vs. soap operas make it 
still a sound investment, apparently. Personally, "Deal" being on over 
7 years now is a head scratcher for me; that current version; oh well. 
JMO.] cd (Chris Dunne, Pembroke Pines FL, Jan 19, WTFDA Forum via 
DXLD) 


I may mention that there is an over-the-air sports channel. On the 
air, they are branded American Sports Network, though those in the 


television industry refer to the channel as Stadium. 


The problem is, they can't afford to buy the rights to the most 


popular events because the cost of sports programming has spun out of 
control. The primary reason people are cord-cutting is because sports 
rights are taking up more that half the cable companies' budget, and 
won't let viewers opt out. 


For that matter, sports itself is out of control, squeezing cities for 
public money with threats to move elsewhere, and players squeezing the 
squeezers. 


I don't know why nobody no one has attempted to establish a news 
channel for OTA. I think ANC would probably still be going if their 
satellite model could have survived until people could actually watch 
digital TV broadcasts (keep in mind, there was a huge time lag between 
DTV broadcasts and DTV viewing - before 2006, DTV was difficult to buy 
into, as electronics retailers boycotted DTV, when selling cable and 
satellite subscriptions and taking a cut was so profitable.) (Robert 
Grant, Jan 20, ibid.) 


Sports programming cost is only one reason cable prices are inflated. 
The quantity of non-event sports programming is just as out of 

control. I sure don't want to listen to a bunch of opinionated know- 
nothings (like Bayless, Cowherd and S. Smith) screaming all the time. 


But the other big factor, which predates the inflation of sports costs 
is the issue of having too many channels available and only minimal 
opt-out. Early on, it was the movie channels which were the cost 
drivers and you couldn't get a package without one of them because 
they wouldn't offer it that way. A lot of people didn't (don't) want 
to pay that kind of money for a couple of hundred channels when you 
are only going to watch a couple of dozen (Russ Edmunds, 15 mi NW 
Philadelphia, PA, Jan 20, ibid.) 


[Re Grant]: Absolutely right. Although Sports is the only healthy 
pillar holding up Live TV. No one wants to watch sports the way we 
watch everything else, or just read scores from a website/app. And 
Sports fans are willing to spend a lot of money to support their 
favorite --- for-profit corporation? I dunno. As long as they keep 
slapping Yankees' logos on themselves the rest of us will remain stuck 
in that industry's gravity well. 


Besides the sticker shock, and inability to opt-out of E$PN, I was 
also put off by the increasing amounts of commercials (SyFy... then 
just "The Sci-FI Channel" was a great example of this). I called it 
"double dipping" because they take my (not trivial amount of) money 
only to turn around and take more money from advertisers. So in effect 
I was paying for privilege of watching marathon stretches of 
commercials. Meanwhile the networks were getting more repetitive: 
Years before people "binged" on Netflix there were channels where you 


could binge on "American Pickers" or "Mythbusters" or whatever each 
network now considered its most popular show. (If each network only 
airs one show back-to-back I suppose it'd have to be the most popular, 
eh?) From time to time I get a chance to flip around someone's cable 
channels and can tell this trend has only gotten worse. 


Now as far as OTA, I know my dad watches a lot of MeTV. (I got to tell 
him the history of WJLP "3" when I was up visiting him a few months 
ago.) The classic rerun format is overused, I agree. Laff seems to be 
growing, and their shows are recent enough to get my attention. As for 
news networks I've seen Newsmax running OTA in several cities, though 
for all the times I've flipped by them I've yet to see anything 
approaching a newscast. Name should probably be "Newsmin."

And the television broadcasters are nothing but bullish on the diginet 
market, as the broadcast industry refers to these bit-casters. TV 
NewsCheck magazine did a four part series on the growth of this market 
a little over a year ago. And it sounds like their general consensus 
is the diginet market is going to keep growing. They seem to think 
that when ATSC 3 is established, after a transition period of maybe 


two years, the diginet market is going to blow open and become a 

really big thing. Speculators? I guess we just have to wait and see.

Encoder software has improved dramatically. You can get a better 
picture in the same bandwidth. I think these things are being run ona 
shoestring. It's generally old (read: inexpensive) programming; it's 
run automated (almost no cost for labor). I suppose the biggest 
expenses are paying the stations for their bandwidth and paying for 
the satellite uplink time (Doug Smith W9WI, Pleasant View, TN EM66 
http: //www.w9wi.com Jan 21, ibid.) 


Very much so. I almost never see "pixilated" video on the subs 
anymore. 


With Decades, their "lost TV" block is definitely inexpensive; but 
they do have their in-house "Through the Decades" program, where they 
look at this-date-in-history in-depth. I would only hope that each 
advancing year, the programming for that same date is tweaked 
somewhat. I rarely watch it. 


With Bounce TV doing their own in-house sitcom a la TV Land, I am sure 
that a xlittlex extra money is coughed up! 


In Miami, WLPH 44 signed off months ago; but they had Retro TV, which 
was all alone in the classic TV diginet club, 8 years ago. Apparently 
MeTV & AntennaTV along with the lesser classic channels, snatched the 
good stuff away from them. Now, all RetroTV (formerly RTN & RTV) has 
to brag about is Doctor Who and over 4000 episodes of the soap opera 
"The Doctors" (the color shows, 1967-82). Every now and then, an old 
commercial from The Doctors stays intact --- does anyone remember 
Colgate 100?? BTW The Doctors is shown as film look; w,nderbar. c d 
(Dunne, ibid.) 


Are so many of these shoestring operations because there isn't 
sufficient demand to fund more or is the market once again flooded 
with people imitating each other, as has been the case in radio 
programming for almost forever? There simply can't be sufficient 
demand for the number of channels running retro TV of one sort or 
another in the larger markets. My sense is that even despite the 


reductions due to repacking, there are still too many program streams 
in most middle-to-large markets, and that just like FM translators and 
LP's playing the same music the big boys are on FM, there's still a 
move to occupy as many channels as possible and thus block out a 
competitor, and so filling it with the cheapest programming becomes 
the way to do that. Plus, there's only so much programming available 
at low cost. BTW, I wonder how much of that 1950's and 60's 
programming is now public domain? (Russ Edmunds, Philadelphia, ibid.) 


Select seasons of shows like Bonanza, Beverly Hillbillies, Dick Van 
Dyke Show, and Andy Griffith Show lapsed into PD. You'll know them, 
when likely you'll hear a different theme song! (I could never 
understand music issues. The shows' incidental/background music stays 
intact, so why not the theme?) 


I liken what is going on in the subchannel genre to the (now late) 
growth of HD Radio subs. I maintain that those FM subs are a response 
(rather, an alternative) to Sirius/XM. The formats might be "meh," but 
at least they're free! 


My question would be --- are cable/satellite channels/providers 
actually looking forward to either more OTA subchannels, and/or ATSC 
3.0, or are they now shaking in their boots? If the latter, I say that 
in many cases they have only themselves to blame, as long as "} la 
carte" is off the table. After all, isn't the main reason for ATSC (of 
any kind) to have a "locked in" video image OTA, similar to that of 
cable/sat? c d (Chris Dunne, ibid.) 


I think the cable providers are scared. First it was streaming, then 
cord-cutting and now alternative providers. But satellite and internet 
providers are a big part of the cord-cutting as the provide cheaper 
(for now) options. But those will probably follow the cable paradigm 
and continue to jack up their prices as they become more successful. 


I've probably written previously that I've never had cable nor a 
satellite service. While that's partly a value proposition (costs too 
much for the channels I'd use), it's also that as programming has (in 
my view anyway) deteriorated over the decades, I find less reason to 
watch. I can't remember the last regularly-scheduled program I felt 
was must-see (Russ Edmunds, 15 mi NW Philadelphia, PA, ibid.)

According to 
their information, sub-channel ratings are kicking the butts of many 
of the top cable channels:

And the latest news from the satellite/cable TV industry coming into 
2018 shows an average of 9,000 subscribers per week are cord-cutting. 
Yes a lot of them are turning to streaming TV sources, but they say 
most of them are also a NEW market to OTA television, which points to 
exposure to all of the diginet channels and the content they are 
offering. At the beginning of 2018, there were 155 sub-channel 
(diginet) offerings for OTA television in the US. And more are on the 
way. Broadcasting & Cable magazine speculates that the classic TV 
genre has been established with the leaders and a few followers and 
they expect the offerings are going to begin to branch out in the next 
two years. Some of the multi-cast specialists in the TV industry are 
also speculating that some of the struggling cable channels are now 
viewing the diginet market as the xnew frontierx where there is lower 
operating costs than with cable. 


If OTA can hang on (some proponents still believe its dying), it might 
be interesting to see how the diginet market develops over the next 2- 
3 years (Jim Thomas, Springfield, MO, Ozark Mountain DTV dxing 
Daredevil, Jan 25, ibid.)

Highlights of Solar and Geomagnetic Activity 15 - 21 January 2018 


Solar activity was at very low levels with a few B-class flares 
observed from Region 2696 (S13, L=123, class/area Cro/030 on 16 
Jan). No Earth-directed CMEs were observed. 


No proton events were observed at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit was at 
moderate levels on 15-18 Jan with a maximum flux of 273 pfu observed 
at 18/1925 UTC. Normal levels were observed on 19-21 Jan. 


Geomagnetic field activity was at quiet to active levels on 15 Jan, 
quiet levels on 16-18 Jan and quiet to unsettled levels on 19-21 

Jan. The field was influenced on 15 Jan by waning positive polarity 
CH HSS influence. On 19-21 Jan, a pair of negative polarity CH HSSs 


resulted in weak geomagnetic field enhnacements. 
FORECAST OF SOLAR AND GEOMAGNETIC ACTIVITY 22 JANUARY-17 FEBRUARY 2018 


Solar activity is expected to be at very low levels throughout the 
outlook period. 


No proton events are expected at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit is 
expected to reach high levels on 24-25 Jan; moderate levels on 22-23 
Jan, 26-28 Jan and 11-15 Feb; and normal levels for the remainder of 
the outlook period. 


Geomagnetic field activity is expected to be at unsettled to active 
levels on 22-24 Jan, 28 Jan, 04-05 Feb, 09-11 Feb and 15-17 Feb, all 
due to influence from recurrent CH HSSs. Mostly quiet conditions are 
expected for the remainder of the outlook period.
